Vietnam 
Meeting 


BEIJING (Peking) The. 
Chinese government last week 
accused the Vietnamese govern- 
ment of “fabricating numerous 
jies to block peace negotiations， 
“The Chinese had proposed that 
negotiations begin on March 28. 
The Vietnamese did not accept the 
offer. They had said earlier that 
they would negotiate _ after 
Chinese troops， which _entered 
Vietnam Feb. 17, had completely 
withdrawn. 

Nearly three weeks ago，the 
Chinese” government _had an- 
nounced that its troops had pulled 
out of Vietnam，Since then，the 
Vietnamese have contested that 
announcement，saying that Chi- 
nese troops still occupy，Viet- 
namese territory and have at times 
shelled Vietnamese villages. 


The Chinese government，in a 
note to the Vietnamese Foreign 
Ministry，expressed “qdeep regret 
and indignation” at _ Hanoi's 
charges.，The Chinese "described 
the accusations as deliberate “lies” 
intended to stall negotiations. 

The note said that Vice Foreign 
Minister Han Nianlong (Han

decree was signed last Eriday by 
Judge Robert Peckham of US 
District Court ending six years of 
litigation against the SF police 
department for discriminatory 
hiring and Piomotional practices， 

The consent decree，effective 
for 10 vears，includes the follow- 
ing kev Doints ; 

1. The immediate hiring of 9 
bilingual Chinese police officers 
with 20 more to be added by 1984. 

2. An _ annual hiring goal of 
50 色 minorities and 20 允 women， 

3. A_ de-emphasis of seniority 
points in ， promotional examina- 
tions So _ that the percentage of 
minorities among those promoted 
to ranks -of Sergeant， assistant 
inspector, Hieutenant，and captain 
will reflect the ”percentage :of 
minorities in the police force.， 

4, An allocation of $500.000 to 
impIrOve test Procedures and train- 
ing for those entering the force 
and those seeking promotions. 

5. An allocation of $400,000 for 
back pav owed to minorities and 
Women Who were ， previously 
denied promotional opportumnities. 

Henry Der，executive director 
of Chinese for Affirmative Action， 
called the decree a“ “milestone for 
the minority coalition ,” 

“There is no other major city 
where Chinese ”Americans have 
worked so well with other 
minorities"and upheldq interests at 
the same time, ”Der said, adding 
that these efforts would help make 
eqtual opportunity a reality in the

Tomorrow is the Ching Ming Festival, a time when 
the Chinese visit the cemeteries and remember their 
departed loved ones. 

This year Chinese throughout the world should 
rermember the Vietnamese refugees at this time， 
especially those who have drowned at sea. A report 
from Malaysia a few days ago told how 104 refugees 
drowned when their small boat sank. A UN source 
saidq the boatlanded last Saturday near the Malaysian 
town of Mersing, but authorities refused to allow the 
refugees to land and a navy boat towed them out to 
sea，Another source said the police opened fire to 
scare them away. In any event, the boat overturned 
in rough waters and half of those on board perished. 

Exactly how many refugees have died this way 


remains unclear， Some estimate in the _ hundredqs, . 


Some say thousands， 

Sailing out into the South China Sea with a small 
craft and a few provisions is almost suicidal，Bnut 
many refugees are still coming out this way， 

Vietnam should be condemned for forcing its own 
people to choose such a dangerous course. The United 
Nations and people of good will everywhere should 
try to find a solution to this problem 一 to stop the 
fleeing and to help settle those who have fled. 口

SupremeCourt 
Overturns 
Hiring Quota 


WASHINGTON The US 
Supreme Court voted 5-4 last 
week to overturn a 1973 court 
order requiring the Los Angeles 
County Fire Department to hire a 
quota of minorities， 

The original suit, filed on behalf 
of three firefighters with the 
county and 11 applicants, accused 
the county of using a Wiitten 
examination that was unfair to 
minority applicants. US District 
Judge William Gray ruled that the 
test had an“adverse impact ”on 
minority applicants and ordered 
that one black and one Mexican 
American be hired for every three 
whites until the racial composition 
of the 1,900-member -fire depart- 
ment reflected that of the whole 
COUnty， 

The _ department has exceeded 
that quota， It is estimated that 
more thanhalf of those hired each 
year since the order were members 
of minority groups， 

CURED 

The Supreme Court decision 
overturning the order concluded 
that the recruiting had “com- 
pletely cured any discriminatory 


effects” of the countys earlier 


hiring Practices，Justice William 


，Brennan，author of the majority 


opinion， said there was “no 
reasonable expectation”that that 
the_ county would use the con- 
tested written examination again. 
Those on both sides of the case 
said the decision would have little 
effect on other cases 记 which 
public agencies have been ordered 
to hire more minorities，Thbomas 
Hunt，who represented the plain- 
tiffs in the fire department case， 
said nothing in the decision would 
be “detrimental” to minorities and 
women in other discrimination 
cases. William FE. Stewart,，chief of 
labor relations in the Los Angeles 
County Counsels office，said the 
decision was “negative” only 
because the original court order 
could .no longer serve as a 
precedent in other cases. Stewart 
said the county would continue its

Redevelopment 
Community Reach an Impasse 


LOS ANGELES 一 The Com- 
munity Redevelopment Agency 
announced last week that 让 has 
reached an impasse in obtaining 
the approval ofrthe Project Area 
Committee for the “ proposed 
Chinatown Redevelopment Plan 
and is therefore cancelling inde- 
finitely the joint City Council- 
CRA public_ hearing which had 
been set for early April to consider

At the same time the CRA is 
urging that the Community Dev- 
elopment Block Grant funds now 
allocated to_ Chinatown redevel- 
opment, some $1,900,000, be used 
for a critically needed elderly 
housing project of 200 apartments 
that the CRA and the'Chinatown 
community have been working on

DISCUSSIONS 

The announcement followed 
eleventh hour discussions with tbe 
Project Area Committee and the 
community at .large to try to 
resolve differences in the proposed 
redevelopment plan，which had 
previously been approved by the 
PAC. 
According to Ed Helfeld，CRA 
administrator，cancellation of the 
public hearing would，in essence， 
mean the discontinuarce of efforts 
to create a redevelopment Droject 
in the community、. 

“It is not the intent of the CRA 
to recommend to the City Council 


the adoption of a redevelopment 


plan which is unaccebtable to the 
Project Area Committee， he said. 

Helfeld explained: “The CRA 
staff and Board members spent an 
enormous _ amount of time and 
effort .working closely with all 
segments of the Chinatown com- 
munity to develop the cooperative 
relationship necessary {for success- 
ful redevelopment，Compromises 
were made,， Special provisions 
were drafted, and safeguards were 
added to the redevelopment Plan 
to minimize comImunity COncerns.

For Nob Hill Passed 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The city's 
Planning Commission voted un- 
animously recently to .drastically 
cut height limits for new construc- 
tion on Nob Hil. 

If the- Board of Supervisors 
afftirms the commission's decision ， 
height limits on the hill would be 
reduced from 2320 to 160 feet at 
the summit, from 160 to 80 feet on 
the south slope，and from 130 to 
between 65 and 50 feet on the 
north, east and west slopes. 

The commission's_ decision， 证 
upheld，would affect the Plans of 
developers to _ build three resi- 
dential towers，S$Some developers 
Say that some of these buildqings 
would be unprofitable to con- 
struct with the reduced height 
limits， 

COALITION 

The commissions vote was 
widely regarded as a _ victory for 
the Nob Hill Neighbors，a coali- 
tion of residents，which had been 
]obbying for the passage of the 
height reductions. Nearly 200 
residents showed up at -the 
commission's meeting，.， David 
Vogel，chairman of the Nob Hill 
Neighbors，said the new height 
limits would preserve the architec- 
tural heritage of the neighbor- 
hood and ensure that moderate 
priced housing in the area would 
be available in the future. Other 
residents said that luxurious apart- 
ments and condominiums would 
obscure the neighborhood's 
middle-class qualities. 

The residents were Supported 
by some members of the Chinese 
community，A representative of 
Phil Chin，board member of the 
Chinatown Neighborhood 
Improvement Resource，Center， 
announced that the Chinese com- 
munity had dropped its long 
opposition to the new height limits 
on assurance that the new limits 
would not interfere with the con- 
struction of low- and moderate- 
income housing in the area， 

Some Chinese Americans op- 
posed the limits，however，saying 
that restricting taller buildings 
would “breed slums.”One said 
that lower apartment buildings 
could double housing costs, Others 
who opposed the limits des- 
cribed them as “a meat-ax ap- 
proach that would lead to bulkier
